‘Is it because the pig is more and more 
being identified with dairying, than because 
of his merits, that he has attracted less 
aention in the Press recently, until a few 
days ago? The view which connects him with 
dairying is, of course, true as far as it goes. 
Districts hitherto uninterested in dairying on 
modérn liiies ‘are taking it up, and one of the 
arguments now so cogently urged for dairy- 
ing enterprise in parts of the Midlands, 
hitherto outside the influence of the creamery, 
is the importance of the pig as a transmuter 
of sepdtated’ milk (of Course, with the addi- 
tional foods “necessary ‘fora balanced ration) 
into bacon. That view, however, requires to 
be supplemented by.a clear assertion as to 
-the importance of the pig 'on his own merits. | 
A reference to the ‘interesting trade ‘and ship- 
ing statistics for 1926, so capably analysed: 
by the Department’ of Industry -arid Com- 
meree, discloses the fact that between one- 
seventh and one-eighth, 13.6 per cent., of the 
total trade exported from the Irish. Free, 
Staten 1926 consisted-of pigs (fat and hovel: 
bacoh; “hams, pork, sausages ‘and ‘pigs’ heads, 
There is a.further striking. fact: less. than a 
third of this (i.e., 4 per cent. of our exports 
in value) are accounted for by, the pigs,, leav- 
‘ing 9.6, Gr nearly one-tenth, to represent pig, 
meat in oné or otter of its forms.

porkers of the right weight from Ireland 
every week. The only competition to be 
feared is from English farmers, and that at 
the moment is not dangerous, ~ beeause 
unorganised. “HH.” said Mr. Zwananberg, 
‘Irish pork is produced in súfhcieht quantity 
and sold in the right condition it will clear 
all rivals from the market.” 

When L put a question ás to price, I was 
told that these are not satisfactory for the 
pig weighing over 100lbs., because there are 
too many of these coming to Smithfield at 
resent. Small pigs are selling fairly well. 
Trade, however, still suffers from the after- 
math of a very dear market, which to some 
extent killed the demand. In other words, 
the bulk of the pork on Smithfield Market 
last season, though good in quality, was 
too high in price for the general public, who 
have taken to frozen meat. It will take 
some time—probably a full season—before 
these consumers are regained. 


Retain the "gs. 


With regard to future prices, it is well 
known that many farmers at present are 
selling their pigs at a loss, and, feeding stuffs 
being dear, they are very loth to buy fresh 
bonhams. Against this policy, I would 
repeat the warning already given on this 
page of the Jrish /'unex. It appears that in 
England, nó: less than in Ireland, there will 
probably be a dearth of pork: after Christmas, 
with a consequent rise in prices. Farmers 
would, therefore, be well advised to carry on 
with their pork-to the same extent as at 
present. 

As against this, farmers are recommended 
to go in r ore for breeding pigs themselves. 
Every small farmer should keep a sow In 
addition to feeding pigs because he will then 
he able to Yeduce the cost of producing perk 
and incidentally grace up his stock. 

Bacon wv. Pork. 

When askel if the develop. ,ent of the 
pork ‘industry. would not affect the bacon 
trade, my informart pointed out that there 
were large 1 timbers of pigs in the whole of 
Northern Europe and the ‘surplus supply had 
forced down “ie price of pigs, more so ‘n 
Ireland than elsewhere, beeause Ireland has 
not got the outlet for bacon which she had 
in f ‘mer years. . “ Ireland,” he said, “ has 
not been able to export any large. quantity 
c* bacon at competitive prices fer some 
years, v~d therefore. she has to buy back 
her market in England. It has been found 
necessary during the last month to sell Irish 
bacon at pr-ctically ‘..e same price as Danish 
in order to recover the market. And once 
the market is recaptured, every effort should 
te ride to secure it, for Irish bacon is 
actually better than Danish. There is no

3ordon and 
Co,, Dublin, by which sheep-and lamb car- 
cases intended for England shall be crated 
at North Wall for a small charge before being 
shipped. These goods receive no further 
handling until they arrive in . Smithfield 
market. It is understood that efforts are 
being made to provide a similar service at 
Rossiare. These serviees will obwviate the 
necessity of sending crates backwards and 
forwards between Smithfield and inland parts 
of Ireland, thus reducing expenses consider- 
ably. 

Arrangements have been made by which 
the carcases can be brought to Dublin, hang- 
ing in railway wagons. With proper ‘slaughter- 
ing, crating and shipping’ facilities, it should 
be possible to export pigs from the most 
westerly districts of. Ireland even in early 
autumn and late spring. This has actually 
been done by the Castlebar Bacon Co., Ltd., 
who kept up exports of pigs and lambs dur- 
ing the past twelve months. without inter- 


' ruption. 


In addition to proper. packing arrange- 
ments, some speeding up seems to he veces. 
sarv in the matter of delivery. Where the 
quantity of pork is sufficiently large to war- 
rant such a demand the railway company 
should be pressed to arrange matters so that 
it should not.iake moré than 36 hours from 
any point in Ireland for fresh meat to arrive 
in Smithfield. 


Instructive Comparisons. 

When the embargo on 
came into operation in June, 1926, some 
19,000 tons had been received from the 
Netherlands, the total volume of pork im: 
ports into Britain for the first nine months of 
that year being 28,000 tons. During the cor- 
responding period of this vear pork imports 
totalled 9,000 tons. For thé month of Sep- 
tember, 1926, pork imports stood at 300 tons. 
Last month it was 1,200 toris, showing that 
some headway has been made towards filling 
the gaps. 

In 1926 the. value of Irish Free State pork 
exports to Britain was £147,729, as com. 
pared with £19,891 in 1925, when foreign 
pork was admitted without restriction 

In Mav, 1926, imported pork, chiefly Dutch, 
formed 87 per cent. of the total supplies in 
London, as against 54 per cent. during the 
corresponding period of 1925 Prices then 
ranged up to 7s.

J. C. M, Eason, the President, re- 
yiewed the events of the last five months 
in the Irish Free State, and said that, 
despite the hindrance to trade caused by 
two general. elections, the export figures 
showed a definite improvement in almost 
the whole range of agricultural produce, 

of the general economic position, he 
gaic that inquiries in various quarters 
» an examination of the published 
fares indicated some improvement, and 
there were a number of encouraging signs. 
\lrhough the cattle trade was suffering, 
te oarvest outlook was good. They were 
sufferimg in the country from a deficiency 
in production, but this was being slowly, 
but surely, made good. 

in a reference to the forthcoming 
National Loan, Mr. Eason said that there 
was good reason to believe that the flota- 
tion could be carried through with 
‘ The Loan would

CIVIC WEEK. 
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GOOD PROPAGANDA. 


Mr. Eason haying referred to the distur- 
bance to trade by the two general elections 
during the past five months, to the death of 
Kevin O'Higgins (who was most sympatiietic 
to the commercial community), to the visit 
of the Institute of Cleansing Superinten- 
dents, went on to refer to Civic Week. 

(here was certainly a very large number 
of visitors in the city, he said, and a con- 
siderable amount of money must have been 
spent during Civic Week, but I think 
that the enterprise is one that must be 
regarded mainly as a piece of propaganda, 
and I do not think that the promoters ever 
led us to expect that we should have any 
great influx of money into our tills. 

| think that the educational and more 
serious side of the propaganda work might 
be much enlarged. One of the side shows 
which is particularly interesting to the busi- 
ness community, and which received a large 
amount of attention, was the display at the 
Bolton Street Technical Schools. They are 
rather inaccessible; nevertheless, over 21,000 


people visited the schools. We are inclined 
to forget the important work done there. 
Employers could contribute greatly to the 
usefulness of the services that are being ren- 
dered there. 

ENCOURAGING SIGNS. 

Published figures indicate some improve- 
ment in the economic position, and there are 
quite a number of encouraging signs. We 
know hat tthe cattle trade is. suffering 
severely at the present time; but, on the 
other hand, there are indications throughout 
the country that in spite of a summer which 
was unusually wet and cold, the harvest out- 
look is good, and the fortnight of fine 
weather at the beginning of this month has 
enabled a much more optimistic view of the 
situation to be taken. There is a tendency 
to feel impatient at the slow progress which 
the country is making, and to look for a 
much more rapid recovery. In economie 
matters, however, a rapid upward movemertit 
is not an unqualified iosttie. and is often 
followed by an equally rapid fall, with most 
difficult consequences. e are obviously 
ilffering from a deficiency in production, 
and this is being slowly, Dut surely, made 
good, nor do I think that distribution is as 
efficient as it was in pre-war time, and it is 
much more costly; but the really fundamen- 
tal defect in our economic structure is that 
tie foundations are not level. The prices of 
agricultural products are too low compared 
with those for manufactured goods. Kefer- 
ence to the figures published in the 7'rade 
Journal discloses that the percentage of in- 
crease for agricultural products in 1913 is 
very low. This is not a position peculiar to 
the Free State. It is to be found elsewhere. 

The report of the World’s Economic Con- 
ference points out that definite improvements 
are possible on_the agricultural side which 
will lift it up to the desired level; and it is 
interesting to note that among the most im- 
portant measures which are recommended will 
be found the provision of credit for agricul- 
ture and improved marketing arrangenients. 
In the Free State these matters are having 
the attention of those interested, and also of 
the Government, and already showing bene- 
ficial results. 

One of the further reliefs which can be 
given, not only to agriculture, but also to 
business generally, would be a reduction in 
national expenditure. There has been no sub- 
siantial ros rós during the last few years. 
Undoubtedly, the demand made on the tax- 
payer is lighter, but this is partly due to the 
atrangement by which the expenditure of an 
abnormal and exceptional character is being 
put, as our auditor frignds say, on “‘ the long 
finger.” 

From the published figures it is not eas 
to make a comparison of one vYea wit 
another fn such a manner as to be easily 
understood. Our main idea should be to 
ascertain what are the objects to which the 
e\penditure is devoted, and to get this we 
must bring together items for similar f- 

ses which are at present separated from 
me another. 

FURTHER EGONOMY. 

Continuing, he said—There is a reduction 
on the votes as detailed in the estimates of 
£560,000 as compared with the year 1925-26, 
and if the anticipated saving accrues this 
vear, as a similar anticipation proved to be 
orrect last year, the total reduction would 
he £980,000. Moreover, this uction is 

wn even when the total of normal and 
pecial items are added together. 

There has been an absolute relief. I think 
also that examination of the figures will show 
that the chéracter of the éxpenditure has im: 
proved. It will be found that the reductions 
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on the Army vote, for instante, have ehabled 
the extra cost of the agrictilture and educa: 
tion votes to be met without increasing the 
total expenditure. 

Nevertheless, there is a well-grounded de: 
mand for an investigation into expenditure, 
with a view to finding opportunities for 
further economy. The Government has ap- 
pointed a Committee to imvestigate expendi- 
ture, and we hope fot some definite tangible 
result. There is a danger, however, in ex- 
pecting too much. On the lifes of reorga- 
nisation, or rationalisation (as it is so fre- 
quently called nowadays), something can be 
accomplished, but the process will be slow. 

There is not time now to record in what 
direction changes may perhaps be made, but, 
in view of. the frequent reference made re- 
garding the question of salaries, he thought 
it right to say something on the point, “Be 
publie interest uited that it should have 
ip its service a body of men and women 
having a high standard of character and 
intelligence. That was true of all ranks of 
the service. The experience of those on the 
Council and many embers of the public was 
that any dealings with the various depart- 
ments poe . age clearly that there were 
particularly able and competent. civil ser- 
vants im all departments. Some of them 
had particularly onerous work to do during 
recent years, and he wonld like to say that 
the commercial community appreciated that. 
He wished to make that point without going 
into all other considerations which had to be 
taken into account, or without in any way 
implying that there was not room Íor re- 
organisation in reduction of staff which 
would lead to economies. 


A SUGGESTION, 

.Tn this connection there is one .aspect of 
the matter which I think should be more 
clearly understood. An examination ‘of the 
details of the public accounts reveals the 
éxistence of a large volume of eXpenditure 
which has no direct connection ak Seach, 
mental expense—salaries and wages of the 
staff composing the various Ministries. 

I throw out the suggestion that in future 
the Minister for Finance shoald publish the 
revised figures of the estimates, so that there 
may an authoritative statement as to 
what changes have taken place. It is im- 
portant to note especially that the estimates 
of revenue which are printed in the White 
Paper for 1927-28 are based on the rate in 
force at the end of the financial year, and 
which are subject to revision in accordance 
with the changes made in the Budget.. This 
point has been overlooked on several occa- 
sions in previous years. 

Concluding, the President referred to the 
forthcoming issue of a National Loan, and 
said that there was good reason to believe 
that the flotation could be carried through 
with complete success. They did not, of 
course, know the details, the rate of 
interest, or the price of the stock, 
but they assumed that the Minister for 
Finance was receiving expert advice on the 
matter. - Much dépended on the atmosphere, 
and the condition of the atmosphere depended 
a good deal on the citizens themselves. The 
loan would require the enthusiastic support 
of all sections, and he saw no reason why it 
should not. It was wanted for definite 
objects; reproductive projects, and he could 
promise on behalf of the members. of the 
Chamber that they would do their part in 
giving its flotation every assistance, and thus 
show that they had implicit confidence in the 
credit of the State. (Applause.) 

THE FARMING COMMUNITY. 

Sir Walter Nugent, Chairman of the Great 
Southern Railways Company, congratulated 
the President on his address, and on the im- 
portant part he had taken in Civic Week and 
on prodiicing the Monthly Journal, and 
referred to the difficult position that the 
farming community were in at the present 
time. He had, from time to time, indicated 
his views on this matter and how the industry 
might benefit. This year they had a par- 
ticularly good opportunity of trying the ex- 
periment that he had suggested, In England 
the farmers were faced with almost a crisis— 
their crops were never so bad. In Ireland he 
did not think that he had ever seen the crops 
so good, even though prices were bad. He 
had announced over and over again that the 
railway companies both in Ireland and Eng- 
land were prepared to quote through rates to 
any big centre in England for their produce. 
There was a vast amount of produce in 
Ireland, and unless it was marketed it would 
go to waste. This produce was wanted in 
England, and the farmers could have it 
marketed there if they co-operated and sent it 
in large consignments. e appealed to co- 
Operative societies and every one interested 
in the welfare of Ireland to take this oppor- 
tunity to help the farmers to obtain marketable 
prices for their produce. 

Referring. to tourist traffic, which, he said, 
was a very important matter for this country, 
he expressed the belief that there was no rea. 
goh why they should not have a very large 
Share of the tourists who went abroad every 
year. Last year a united effort had been 
made by the English and Irish railways to 
advertise Irish attractions in Ametica, and 
they had received very great assistance from 
the leading concerns in America. The frail- 
ways took in hands the organising of hotels, 
and they hoped that in the coming summer 
a very big increase would take place in the 
humbers of tourists visiting Ireland (Ap- 
plause.)

A CONTRAST IN PRICES. 


“Why is there not something done to 
rectify prices as between producer and con- 
sumer?” writes a Co. Wexford correspondent. 
‘* For some time past,” he says, “bacon pigs 
have been selling at 4)d. per Ib., but the 
price in shops is Is. 6d. per lb., and even 
more, Now the price is 2 per Ib. for fat 
pigs that take ten months from time of birth 
to finish. I have just sold eleven three- 
months’-cold pigs for £8, or 14s. 6d. each. 
These had to be sent five miles to a fair—the 
man’s day lost, dinner extra, and pay for 
putting up a horse. A year ago the same 
size pigs fetched 50s. each. I venture to say 
that once the people get out of their pigs 
now, there will be an end of Irish bacon. 
Farmers have had to bring home their fat 
pigs over and over again, as they could not 
give them away.” . ee 

Our correspondent, in explaining the state 
of those who went in for fearing pigs, as 
ditected, to capture the Irish bacon industry, 
states that the cost of his meal is £30 per 
mobth for the last six months, and no sale 
for the pigs.

FIFTEENTH CONVICTION OF 


AN “AMATEUR IN CRIME. 


(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE, 

Adam Hale, an ex-soldier and a tickeét-of- 
leave man, pleaded guilty to having, in 
August last, stolen a bicycle belongitig to 
Mr. Charles Lambkin, of Blackrock, Co. 

ublin, and to having, about the same time, 
forcibly entered the house of Mr. Timothy 
Hogan, of ‘‘Hawthorn,’’ Blackrock, and 
stolen therefrom three silver cups, two of 
which were estimated to be worth £60 each. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C. (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor), who prosecuted, said that the 
prisoner had had a most varied career of 
crime. During the last eighteen years he 
had been convicted fourteen times, under 
the names of Hill, Grant, Wilson and Hunter. 
The sentences imposed on him from time to 
time amounted in all to about twenty years’ 
imprisonment. In addition to that, he was 
actually sentenced to the death penalty for 
desertion in the field, but that was commuted 
to two years’ imprisonment. His occupatiov 
appeared to be that of a professional burglar, 
and he was at present a ticket-of-leave man, 
having been sentenced in 1925 to three years’ 
penal servitude by the judge sitting in that 
courthouse. 

Judge Roche, in sentencing the accused 
man to three years’ penal servitude and 
ordering that he should complete his unex- 
pived term, remarked that he had started his 
career of crime in 1909, and had virtually 
been in jail ever since. Notwithstanding that 
fact the prisoner, in a statement just handed 
up to him, contended that he was still only 
an ‘‘amateur in crime.” 

“If,” said the Judge, “you are only an 
amateur, in crime I] wonder what. a .profes- 
sional can be. To quote your, own words in 
this statement you say: ‘I believe my carecr 
of crime has been a failure.’ ”' 

The prisoner—I admit that. 

Judge Roche—!t is time for you to realise 
that a career of crime has been a failure. 
The commufity must be protected from 
people like you, who live for, and by, crime 
only. Three years’ penal servitude. 


ROBBERIES FROM CHURCHES, 

Two young girls, sisters, named Sheila 
and Bridie Corry, of the County Carlow, 
pleaded guilty to an indictment comprising 
no fewer than twenty-two counts, charging 
them with stealing aba purses, Rosary 
beads, etc., from people who were attending 
devotions in various Catholic churches in the 
City of Dublin. 

Mr. Carrigan said that the case was a 
shocking one of deliberately planned and 
sacriligious crime by these two young girls, 
who came up from the country and took 
lodgings in the city.
